RABID REBEL VIEWS,

Wasnineton, D. C., Nov. 11.—The political 
situation is unchanged. The Republicans claim 
the States of Florida and Louisiana with in- 
creasing confidence. The Democrats produce 
no evidence to dispute the title to this claim. 
There are not wanting those among the Demo- 
crats who loudly threaten revolution in the 
event that Louisiana shall cast her Electoral 
vote for Hayes. These threats are not confined 
to the adventurous classes of the floatmg popu- 
lation. If a gentieman whois just from New 
York is to be believed, so important a person- 
age as Gen. McClellan, who found obstacles 
enough to hinder his fighting with the 
Army of the Potomac, finds many reasons 
why be should fight today. But 
the best men of both parties here, and those 
who are the most likely to have a potent voice 

in the counsels of the nation, are for 

AN HONEST COUNT 

and peaceful submission to the results of such 
count, whatever they may be. Some of the 
Democratic leaders are rash enongh to ‘suggest 
that the House refuse to meet in joint conven- 
tion if Louisiana goes tor Hayes.

Upon them be, in sub- 
stance, says: The Constitution knows nothing 
of parties. Party conventions are wholly out- 
side of the Constitution. No act of 
theirs has any legal effect. The Demo- 
cratic party, as such, only act through 
the Constitution. The le danger, if any, 
in the supposed state of things, is to be found 
in the possible ection of the two Houses of Con- 
gress, or rather that of the present House of 
Representatives with ite decisive Democratic 
majority. There may be aconflict ot opinion. 
and action between the Senate and House of 
Representatives that would constitute 
A VERY SERIOUS DIFFICULTY, 

It is possible, though in my opinion altogeth- 
er improbable, that the 4th of March next may 
arrive without a lawful declaration of the elec- 
tion of a new President in conformity 
with the prescription of the Constitution. 
For that contingency, no provision is made by 
the Constitution. I can imagine several rem- 
edies growing out of the necessity of things, 
but all of them extra constitutional. I don’t 
believe. however, that any such contingency 
will arise. The people of the United States are 
habituated to the practice of self-government. 
We have had civil war on a large scale once, 
but that was entered upon deliberately and on 
full consideration, through the action of the 
State Governments of separate States of the 


Union. 
THERE AND THERE ONLY 

lies the danger of civil war in the United States, 
or of any other effective action towards break- 
ing up the machinery of the Government of the 
United States. Once, at least, in the history of 
the United States, it occurred that twenty-four f 
bours elapsed after the death of one President 
and before the accession of another. During 
those twenty-four hours the Government went 
on smoothly enough in the hands of the heads 
of the Departments. If it can do so twenty-four 
hours, it can do so twenty-four days or weeks. 
It is true the case never has occurred of the 
President holding over, but that would 
be much less a departure from form 
than the non-existence of an executive 
head of the Government. Just as it is said that 
nature abhors a vacuum, so it may be said that 
political society abhors and repels the non-ex- 
istence of a Government. We are, in fact, con- 
sidering all the time what the Democratic ma- 
jority in tne House of Representatives will do. 
Now, if they pertinacionsly differ with the Sen- 
ate on the point, the effect will be in the first 
place to leave the Government of the United 
States 

IN THE HANDS OF THE VERY PERSONS 

WHOM IT is NOW ADMINISTERED. 

The failure to elect or to declare elected the 
new President does not dissolve the army and 
navy, ifit does the President of the United 
States. That is not a state of things which the 
Democratic House of Representatives can be 
supposed to desire. Now, although the Consti- 
tution does not expressly provide that in case 
of non-clection the existing President shall hold 

over until a new clection shall have been duly 
effected, yet it would not be rash to argue that 
such is the implied meaning of the Constitution. 
It does not arrest the action of Federal Courts; 
it does not stop the collection of revenue, —in- 
ten nal or otherwise; it does not dis- 
place any of the heads of departments, 
Executive commissions, Foreign Ministers, 
or any other of the civil employes of the Gov- 
ernment. All these persons will continue in 
office, and would, in my opinion, be competent 
for the discharge of all their duties even in the 
contingency of the temporary non-existence of 
any President. Doctrines of public law as illus- 
trated in the State Constitutions might well 
come in to raise such an implication. In that 
event Gen. Grant would continue to exercise 
the functions of President. 

If it be alleged that this is a violent construc- 
tion of the Constitution, I reply that it would 
be a f 
MUCH MORE VIOLENT CONSTRUCTION OF TAE 

CONSTITUTION 
to maintain that it intended in certain eontin- 
gencies, easy to suppose, that the Government 
of the United States shall be left without any 
head, in what is called in some countries an 
acephalous condition. If any Democratic states- 
man shrinks from such a supposition, he will 
shrink in like manner from forcing such a con- 
tingency. If the House of Representatives 
should, either by deliberate intention or by un- 
deliberate inattention, leave the question open 
until the 4th of March, when it ceases to exist 
as a House, and a count, according to 
the forms of the Constitution, becomes 
impossible, there would be a remedy. I do not 
admit the probability, scarcely the possibility, 
of such a contingency. If it oceurs it is without 
any specific provision in the Constitutfon. In 
that event it would, in my opinion, be the right 
and duty of President Grant to summon im- 
mediately the new Congress, and it would be 
the duty of the new Congress to devise a reme- 
dy which, if not in hteral conformity with any 
provision of the Constitution, yet should observe 
its spirit and appromiximate as nearly as possi- 
ble to its letter. There is a law higher than all 
written Constitutions. It is the law of self cx- 
istence, and that would be the law incumbent 
upon the two Houses in Congress.

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LOUISIANA. 

THE DEMOCRATS AGAIN READY FOR REBELLION. 
Special Dispatch to Tae Tribune. 

New Ornieans, La., Nov. 11.—The outward 
manifestations of excitement have not been so 
marked here to-day. This is probably due to 
the prospect of soon having leading men from 
both political parties in our midst. There isa 
very strong undercurrent of feeling, however, 
and there is no attempt to disguise the determina- 
tion to make war in case the returns are not so 
counted as to give the State and nation to the 
Democracy. The states that the 
situation is to that of 1861. Re 
ports from some of the parishes which 
have not yet made returns, show that the 
election was about as fw from a free 
expression of opinion in them as in the 
five Ku-Kluxed parisnes. Exact figures on the 
result in the State cannot be given before the 
canvass of votes, but no news has been received 
which shakes the confidence of Republicans in the 
belief that they have carried the State by a good 
majority. Official and semi-official returns 
from fifteen Democratic parishes, including Or- 
leans, give Democratic majorities aggregating 
18,071. Twenty-eight Republican parishes give 
Republican majorities amounting to 24, 717. 
This leaves Hayes 6,646 ahead. The fourteen 
parishes outstanding include the five Ku- 
Kluxed parishes, and, all together, in 
1874 they gave 1,872 Republican majority. 
The five parishes referred to, in 1874 gave 4,169 
Republican majority. This year the Democrats 
claim in them 4,169 majority, and they further 
claim that they have 1,000 majority in the State 
outside of these five parishes. They claim 
everything, and the people here believe all that 
they see in the Democratic papers, and swear 
that if the official count does not show the same 
result, they wili turn loose the dogs of war. 
The vote in Vernon Parish stands 723 for Tilden 
to 2 for Hayes.

Full returns indicate that Tilden has 
fallen much more behind Hampton’s vote than 
has been supposed. In ten out of thirty-two 
counties Tilden’s majority is 458 less than 
Hampton’s. An equal ratio of loss in the re- 
maining twenty-two counties would leave Til- 
den less than 100 majority in the State. 

GIVE IT UP. 

Cuartzston, 8. C., Nov. 11—The official 
majorities compiled from returns of précinct 
managers are given in an extra News and 
Courier to-night, showing 1,460 majority for 
Hampton.

The Post says tnat a conference of prominent 
Republicans at the Fifth Avenue Hotel last 
evening, held to discuss the advisability of 
uniting with the Democratic Committee in re- 
questing eminent citizensto goto Louisiana, 
was dissolved without a result, on account of 
the report of the news of the President’s 
proclamation.

At the Democratic Headquarters, in the Ev- 
erett House, affairs are quiet, though a ripple 
of excitement was occasioned by the report of 
Conover’s dispatch.

WHY THE STATE WENT DEMOCRATIC BY 30,000.

New York, Nov. 8.—WhenI wrote you on 

the 5th inst. that the blundering incapacity of

The same ignorance that character- 

ized his conduct of Mr. Conkling’s candidacy at 

Cincinnati has marked his management of the 

canvass in this State.

life and energy, and involving the party in over- 
whelming defeat. But Mr. Cornell is not alone 
to blame for the mismanagement of the State 
canvass. Mr. Conkling himself has been a wet 
blanket, not so much by reason of what 
he has done as what he has not.

A WEEK OF SUSPENSE. 

Since Grant's campaign in the Wilderness, 
there has not been experienced here a week 
of such excitement as that through which 
we have just passed. The closing of the 
campaign which, with din of drums, and 
flare of torches, and unbounded enthusiasm, 
of course, was being celebrated by both 
parties, was not done with until long after 
the Sabbath had been ushered in; and on 
that day of blessed rest little if any rest 
was there in the opposing camps at political 
headquarters. Monday the parting shots 
were fired; the last remaining vials of 
stump oratory were uncorked; the torches 
flared for the last time and were extinguished ; 
and meanwhile the work of active preparation 
was pushed on both sides with supreme 
vigor, and there was marshaling and hasten- 
ing to and fro of challenging and rallying 
committees and ticket-distributors, to get 
all in readiness for the final contest at the 
polls. 

Tuesday came the decisive struggle, and 
on either side every nerve was strained to 
get out every vote for the ticket, and where 
it couldn’t be got for the ticket, by trades, to 
get it for favorite candidates. The vote in 
the city wasthe largest ever polled, and 
more intelligent discrimination in the way 
of “‘scratching” on the local ticket was 
practiced, as the count disclosed. At night, 
with the closing of the polls, came a brief 
lull, and voters went home to bolt a hasty 
supper and hurry down town again to 
flock to the newspaper offices to eagerly 
await the bulletining of the returns. These

THE “OUTS AND INS.” 

The Chicago Times takes exception to the 
position of Taz Tarsunz that the party out 
of power has the advantage of the party in 
power, in a political campaign, and says: 

It has been supposed that the incumbents of the 
offices are more or less affected by anxiety about 
the result of elections involving their official ten- 
ure, and that, when the political contest bids fair 
to be close, they will make some pecuniary sacri- 
fices for the sake of their party and their share of 
the spoils. It has also been supposed that the 
officeholders generally have friends who are more 
or less influenced in their political action by per- 
sonal considerations. If each of the 70,000 place- 
holders under the National Government has half a 
dozed personal friends who would be sorry to see 
him turned out of office, there is a solid army of 
nearly half a million for the support of the party 
in power, and this number exceeds the majority 
generally cast for President on the popniar vote. 

The view which the Times takes is only cor- 
rect as applied to Democrats in office. The 


argument of Taz Trreunz was applicable 


only to Republicans in office. It is a well- 
known fact that a Democrat in office will 
mortgage his property, chattel-mortgage his 
body, and forfeit his soul, to keep in, and 
that all his relatives will gather round him 
and try to keep him in; but this is not true 
of Republicans. The half-dozen relatives of 
the Republican in office are not going to 
waste their substance in his behalf. On 
general principles the Times knows very 
well, if it knows anything, that, where there 
is one man who expects office of the party 
in power, there are ten men who ex- 
pect it of the party out of power 
when it gets in. The hungry and long- 
famished wolf outside the fold will 
make a greater effort to get into it than the 
full dog inside will make to keep him out. 
The hungry animal is keen, active, and de- 
termined; the full one is slow and supine. 
The Times furthermore makes no account of 
the envies, jealousies, and heart-burnings of 
those outside towards those inside, in the same 
party. There are scores of men probably in 
this city who feel that they ought to be 
Postmasters who would do nothing to re- 
tain the present one in his position. There 
are scores who think that they ought to have 
places in the Custom-House and Revenue 
Department who will spend no money or 
make no effort to retain the present Col- 
lectors in their places. It makes no 
account of the multitude among the outs act- 
ing upon vague expectations and direct 
promises, in which the Democrats are 
notoriously profuse, and of the fact that, if 
they refuse to be bled, they forfeit all claim 
to office, direct or indirect. The 70,000 
place-holders of whom the Times speaks 
indeed hold the fort ; but whatof the 700,000 
storming the fort with empty stomachs, heat- 
ed imaginations, vivid fancies, and the des- 
peration that always grows out of starvation, 
each one overrating the value, perquisites, 
and capacity of the office for which he has 
fought, bled, and died?

MUNICIPAL TAXES. 

The elections being over, and the Represent- 
atives of this city in the Legislature having 
been chosen, it is advisable that there should 
be an intelligent and careful consideration of 
the legal wants of the city, that these 
Representatives may go to Springfield in 
January with some definite idea of the serv- 
ice required of them. 

The City of Chicago is not alone in the 
need for legislative remedy in the matter of 
the Revenue law. All the other cities in the 
State are in the same distress, and the Rep- 
resentatives of Chicago will find in the Legis- 
lature the delegates from other cities anxious 
and willing to co-operate in any measure of 
relief. .As the case stands now, unless there 
be some change in the law, the governments 
of cities in this State must suspend their 
functions. The direct evils under which 
this city (with all others in Illinois) suffers 
are: 1. The inability to enforce the collec- 
tion of taxes. 2. The consequent loss of 
revenue, necessitating a suspension of gov- 
ernment or the creation of illegal debt. 
3. The failure of the law to provide for the 
collection of unpaid taxes for former years. 
Municipal corporations have no means of 
support save by the revenue from taxes; the 
levy of taxes is confined to specific appropria- 
tions for current expenditures ; the tax-levy 
is therefore reduced to the minimum, and the 
failure to collect the tax leaves the city with 
alarge deficit in revenue. 

The Courts of Illinois have followed the 
doctrine that to demand a tax of a citizen is 
on a par with indicting him for crime; that, if 
the citizen pleads a defect in the indictment 
or tax-warrant, the accused is entitled to 
every presumption of innocence of any in- 
debtedness for taxes. The trial is conducted 
with all the severity of construction in favor 
of the accused, and, if there be the slightest 
defect or technicality on which he can be ac- 


and lectures the public authorities upon the 
despotism of attempting to make a man pay 
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man is released from taxation because of in- 


subject to a special extra tax to make good 
the deficit. The tax-fighter actually fares 
better in the Courts—the Judges take a 
more humane view of his case, in conse- 
quence of the greater atrocity charged against 
him of owing taxes to support the City Gov- 
ernment—than dogs the horse-thief or the 
assassin. It is time this view of taxation 
should e changed. The Supreme Court 
has lately taken a broader view, and, recog- 
ing that Governments are necessary, and 
revenne is necessary to maintain Gov- 
ernments, has begun to close the door on all 
tax-fighting complaints where the merits or 
legality of the tax itself cannot be question- 
ed or denied. The Courts, however, cannot 
make laws, and the present Revenue law 
is sadly deficient. It is based upon the as- 
sumption that all men are patriotic, honest, 
and scrupulously exact in paying their 
taxes; but this assumption is fallacious, and 
now, not only here in Chicago, but in all the 
other cities, andin various counties, there is 
a large and growing proportion of the people 
who pay no taxes, resorting to the Courts 
for protection under defects in the law, and 
imposing on the rest of the public an undue 
proportion of taxation. All over the State 
there is a branch of the legal profession that 
undertakes tax-fighting on shares. 

Chicago wants some legal provision made 
under which can be collected the $2,000,000 
of back taxes which have been evaded. It 
also wants some provision of law by which 
the tax can be collgsted when due. At 
present the property-owner who does not 
fight his tax borrows the amount from the 
city, county, and State, paying 10 per cent 
therefor, and pays at his leisure. The city 
ought to be able to realize at a tax-sale the 
whole of its revenue, and for this end there 
must be some change in the law. 

We hope the Common Council will invite 
to the consultations on this subject the best 
informed and most experienced citizens, and 
that with the aid of legal advice there be 
prepared between now and January such 
bills for the amendment of the Revenue law 
as will secure the reforms needed. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF POLICE. 

The case of Superintendent Hickey will 
come up before the Council to-morrow even- 
ing, and it seems to be a foregone conclusion 
that a very large majority of the Aldermen— 
the number is stated at twenty-five out of 
thirty-six—will vote for the resolution re- 
questing the Mayor to remove him. It is too 
ungrateful a task to go over the mass of tes- 
timony which was taken during the investi- 
gation in the most unsystematic manner, and 
which had little of the character of legal ev- 
idence. Much of it was given by discharged 
policemen; detectives in bad repute, gam- 
blers, thieves, and many others not worthy 
of perfect confidence. Yet four of the Com- 
mittee concluded that Superintendent Hicxzy 
has not been discharging the duties of the 
position as efficiently as he should, and rec- 
ommended his removal. This report does 
not express any opinion directly upon 
Hioxxr's alleged relations with Dan 
Wesster, who seems to be about as dis- 
reputable an old African as lives; but the 
Committee evidently reached their conclusion 
on the general ground that there are abuses 
in the management of the Police Depart- 
ment which can be best corrected by 
a change of Superintendent. But one of 
the Committee, Ald. Cutzixerton, dissented 
from this conclusion, and reported his con- 
viction that Hicxsy is the victim of a con- 
spiracy to get him out of the way. There is 
certainly some reason to suspect as much, 
though that of itself would not signify that 
Hickey is blameless. The prosecution was 
conducted by a man named Trupz, who has 
the reputation of being the retained attorney 
of the worst gamblers, bunko-steerers, con- 
fidence-men, and thieves who infest the city, 
and who employed some very disreputable 
agents in the effort to make out his case. 
is to Hroxey’s advantage that he is 
a thorough and experienced policeman, 
but it is to ‘his disadvantage that 
the gambling dens are not all closed, 
and that disreputable places like Dawn 
Wesster’s and others in the same neighbor- 
hood are tolerated. This is about the way 
the case stands, and it is for the Council to 
determine their action. as they conceive to 
be best for the interests of the city. 

Of course the removal of Hickey and the 
appointment of his successor rest finally 
with the Mayor, but he will probably be in- 
clined to accede to the declared opinion of a 
large majority of the Council, if sustained 
by reasonable evidence. There is only one 
point we desire to insist upon. If Hickey 
is to be removed, the place ought not to be 
filled by any attache of the force. He is 
certainly the most capable officer in the 
present force, and the same objections that 
apply to him will apply to some extent to all 
of his immediate subordinates. If there 
has been a conspiracy to get rid 
of him, which seems not altogether 
unlikely, the conspirators ought not 
to be gratified by the appointment of any 
person acceptable to them. It is not for the 
interest of the city that Mr. Trunks, for in- 
stance, should have a Pofice Superintendent 
that suits his purposes, nor that Mr. Trupz’s 
clients, who are largely gamblers, bunko- 
steerers, and thieves, according to common 
report, should indorse an appointment. If 
Mr. Hicxey is removed on the ground that 
there should be a more efficient management 
of the Police Department, then some one 
outside of the present officers and entirely 
disassociated with the present order of things 
should be called to the position. 

The name of Exmer Wasusvurn, formerly 
Superintendent of Police and more recently 
Chief of the Government Secret Service, has 
been suggested. The objection to him that 
he might be distasteful to the Germans on 
account of his connection with the enforée- 


ment of the old Sunday ordinancé seems 


to be removed by the Staats-Zeitung’s 
indorsement of him, and by a very 
general expression among the Germans 
that he was the most efficient officer the 
Chicago police force has ever had. The fact 
is now very well understood by the Germans, 
as well as everybody else, that Mr. Wasu- 
vun merely enforced the law as he found it, 
as it was his duty to do. The Sunday law 
was repealed long ago, and the Germans are 
equally interested with other good citizens 
in having all the laws enforced. So far as 
the Times speaks for the Democrats, Mr. 
Wasusven will also be acceptable to the law- 
abiding citizens of that party, and of course 
the Republicans will be glad to see him re- 
turn. It is certain that he is a man im- 
plicitly to be trusted, and his courage, ener- 
gy, and efficiency have been abundantly dem- 
onstrated. His past record is an assuratice 
that he will be able to close up the gambling- 
hells, run out the thieves, and keep down 
the disreputable classes. His vigilance and

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HONEST POLITICS. 

With Democrats as with ordinary mortals, 
the old saw applies that “‘ hindsight is better 
than foresight.” Thus the very elements in 
the conduct of the election which the Demo- 
crats assailed most fiercely turned out to 
their advantage. The protections under the 
law for assuring an honest election were 
demanded by the Democratic managers and 
newspapers, probably because they believed 
that it would be to the advantage of 
party to Afford an opportunity for ; 
yet if it turns out, as seems likely enough, 
that they have carried the country, they will 
be able to fall back upon these protections as 
an answer to any charges of fraud. We wish 
we could persuade the Democrats particu- 
larly now that they are likely to assume the 
management of the country’s affairs—that an 
honest, law-abiding policy is the best even in 
politics; and it is chiefly for this purpose 
that we call attention to the advantages they 
have enjoyed because the Republicans have 
enforced the law. 

The Democrats, for instance, assailed with 
one voice the enforcement of the National 
Election law, providing for the appointment 
of an equal number of Supervisors from each 
party, under the auspices of the United 
States Courts, to protect the ballot-boxes 
against corruption. The Democrats jumped 
at the conclusion (arguing perhaps from 
their own consciousness) that this law was 
to be used in some miysterious way to assist 
the Republicans. But the fact is that Dem- 
ocrats in cities like Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
Indianapolis, and Charleston, have been 
eager to avail themselves of the ame pro- 
tection, and by means of this law and its en- 
forcement have against all pos- 
sible corruption of the ballot- boxes for 
the benefit of the Republican —— . 
So in cities like New York, Broo 
Chicago, and New Orleans, where the law 
has been enforced at the instance of the 
Republicans, the latter are now excluded 
from setting up the ory of fraud, and the 
Democrats have the full benefit of their ad- 
vantages. The supervision instituted by due 
process of law, and exercised in behalf of 
one party as well as the other, has disposed 
of all charges of false registration and false 
counting by purging the lists of impurities, 
and the people receive the returns with as 
much confidence as is possible at any time 
when one party finds itself in the minority. 

The employment of the United States 
troops in certain localities to maintain the 
peace was even more fiercely denounced than 
the employment of Supervisors of Election. 
When the President ordered troops to 
South Carolina, in response to the 
demand of the Governor of the 
State, as provided by the Constitution 
of the United States, the cry of ‘‘ bayonet 
rule was immediately set up by the Demo- 
crats. Yet thepresence of the troops in 
South Carolina has proved chiefly advan- 
tageous to the Democrats. The soldiers 
have been called on to protect the negroes 
who had been bought, or coaxed, or wheedled, 
or threatened into voting the Democratic 
ticket from the assaults of the Republican 
negroes, and they have done so. This is the 
reason why the. Democratic vote in South 
Carolina is apparently so much larger than 
there was any reason to expect. They pro- 
tected the whites the other evening in 
Charleston when they were in the minority. 
They have behaved excellently, stopped 
fights, suppressed riots, prevented the smash- 
ing of ballot-boxes, saved the lives of elec- 
tion judges, and enabled a quiet and peace- 
able election to be held in a country 
that was aflame with excitement and 
hostile passions. The troops and their offi- 
cers have been impartial conservators of the 
peace, as they are always likely to be from 
education and the nature of their occupation ; 
we do not believe American soldiers have 
ever yet fired on anybody for partisan pur- 
poses. Yet their employment for the very 
purpose and almost the only purpose for 
which a standing army is now maintained 
was savagely denounced by the Democrats as 
an invasion of State rights, and probably lost 
the Republicans some votes at the North. 
If the Democrats are not beyond learning 
from experience, they may get some useful 
lessons in honest politics from the recent 
election. 


FREQUENCY OF ELECTION EXCITEMENTS. 
We have no doubt there will be a general 


acceptance of the suggestion that our elec- 
tions for President are altogether too fre- 
quent. Once in four years is too often 
for such a general upheaval of the coun- 
try and the universal excitement attend. 
ant thereon. There is no stability in the 
Executive Department. The first two years 
of anew Executive are occupied in the dis- 
tribution of patronage and in preparing for 
legislation; the next two years are spent in 
preparing for the succession. A year before 
the President’s term is over he has been 
either set aside by his own party or is a can- 
didate for re-election, and, in either case, has 
ceased to control his own party and the gen- 
eral public. This is not by any means a new 
question. It has been discussed for many 
years. As long ago as in Jackson's term it 
was pressed, and, while popular with the peo- 
ple, it has never found favor with the poli- 
ticians. The objection to one term, and 
that of six years, has been that it reduces 
the chances of candidates to obtain that 
office, A man at 60 years of age desiring 
and expecting the Presidency can afford to 
wait for the expiration of but few four-year 
terms, and would have even less hope if the 
terms, were made six years each. An annual 
election would not be too frequent for these 
people. The Government, however, was 
not instituted for officeholders, but for the 
general welfare, and these frequent elections 
are injurious to the interests of the country 
and destructive of the public morals. 

The adoption of a constitutional provision 
fixing one term for the President, and that 
term to be six years, would give to the Presi- 
8 and independence to which 
the is now a stranger. The President 
is now a mere office agent, — a4 man whose 
business is not to select persons to fill office, 
but to appoint the men to office who have 
been selected by the members of Congress 
of his party. Unless the President do this, 
then the Senate will refuse to confirm the

tutional provision. Here, then, are the 
two candidates at the recent election both 
testifying to the fatal effects of having more 
than one term for each President. 

The country has just passed through a 
most intense and extraordinary excitement 
over the choice of President.

\eessive months it has engrossed the public 
mind. It has led to all manner of excesses. 
It has led to the expenditure of millions of 
dollars to corrupt and debauch the public 
| morals. It has flooded the country with 3 
torrent of calumny, vituperation, and per- 
jury. It has lowered the standard of official 
and personal purity in public estimation. 
The active campaign has been attended with 
more or less drunkenness and personal ex- 
cesses. Young men have become involved 
in the whirl of party excitement, and have 
become familiar with excesses and dissipa- 
tion to which they would otherwise have 
been strangers. Health, and money, and 
time, and good morals, have been sacrificed. 
In less than two years the subject of the 
succession will be again agitated and the 
popular mind put in training for the next 
campaign, so that the actual rest from one 
campaign to the other never exceeds two 
years.

, THE CHINESE RELIGIONS. 
| In the present muddled condition of the 
popular mind, pending the result of the 

Presidential election, the readers of Tun 
Onicaco Tamm will turn with a feeling of 
relief to the continuation of our discussion 
of Chinese religions, and will derive from it 
those feelings of rest and composure which are 
so much needed on the Sunday morning,— 
% poultice to heal the blows of sound.” 
In previous articles we have examined quite 
exhaustively the three great systems of Con- 
fucianism, Buddhism, and Tauism. In addi- 
tion to these three general systems, there 
are certain national religious rites and beliefs 
which may be called appendages of these 
systems, and are practiced promiscuously by 
the votaries of all sects, while in point of 
fact they appeal with more directness and 
practical force to the average Chinaman than 
either of the three general systems, since 
they are part and parcel of his daily life, 
upon which he especially relies for success 
and happiness. 

The first of these rites is Ancestral Wor- 
ship, an outgrowth of Confucianism, which 
is one of the oldest forms of idolatry known 
in China, and one of the principal obstacles 
in the way of Christianity, since its obsery- 
ances are regarded as tests of filial piety, and 
its neglect incurs ancestfaldispleasure. The 
visible objects of this worship are ancestral 
wooden tablets, upon which are inscribed 
names, titles, time of birth and death, sur- 
mounted by a portrait of the ancestor. The 
tablet is also supposed to contain one of the 
three spirits of the deceased, the second 
residing in the tomb, and the third in purga- 
tory, where the residence is only temporary. 
The form of worship is similar to that of the 
other idols, and is generally performéd in 
the family temple constructed for that pur- 
pose. If all a Chinaman’s ancestors were 
represented by tablets it is evident that 
Celestial ancestry would soon become an 
embarrassment of riches. The danger of 
superfluity is obviated by not allowing tab- 
lets to females, unmarried males, and aban- 
doned characters. The temple is the most 
sacred spot on earth to the Chinaman, for 
here his ancestal spirits reside and he him- 
self will reside after death, which accounts 
for the anxiety of the Chinese in this coun- 
try to have their bodies sent home. 

The Kitchen God occupies a very im- 
portant position in the family worship. He 
has no temple or image, but is posted up on 
every kitchen-range in the form of an en- 
graving. He is the household divinity. He 
takes cognizance of everything that goes on 
in the house, and makes an annual report to 
the chief of the gods. He is in reality the 
Joan whom the Chinaman adores. . Although 
located in the kitchen, and occupying an 
—— proximity to the victuals, he has 
nothing to do with the rats, puppies, mi 
and other small deer which are Chinese ne 
uries, but is placed there probably because 
the kitchen in China, like the kitchen in the 
United States, is the fountain-head of the 
small family gossip, the source of waste and 
extravagance, and the convenient meeting- 
place for the help’s” cousins. The pres. 
ence of Josn in the Chinese kitchen is un- 
doubtedly a check upon the Celestial serv- 
ant. What a blessed relief it would be 
to the American housekeeper if the servant.

We can inform the Spectator that the Herald refers 
to a translation of Dante by Mr. Longfellow, and 
to a translation of Homer by Mr. Bryant; and 
whether its claims in reference to the excellence of 
these works be conceded or not, the Spectator 
Ought to be ashamed not to have heard of them. 
The dictum of the London weekly is, however, 
Valuable as indicating that neither of the great 
works referred to was considered important enough 
by the Londen publishers to obtain an English re- 
print.

Lonpvon, Nov. 11.—The following is the text 
of the speech delivered by the Czar at Moscow 
yesterday: I thank you for your scutiments 
respecting the political situation, which is now 
more clearly defined than before. You know that 
Turkey has yielded to my demands for an im- 
mediate armistice to end the useless slaughter 
in Servia and Montenegro. In this unequal 
struggle the Montenegrius, as hereto- 
fore, have shown themselves real heroes. 
Unfortunately the same cannot be said 
of the Servians, notwithstanding the 
assistance of our volunteers. many ol whom 
shed their blood for the Slavonic cause. 1 know 
that all Russia joms me in warmly sympathiz- 
ing in the suffering, of our brethren and co-re- 
ligionists. The true interests of Russia are, 
however, dearer to me than My wish to 
the utmost isto spare Russian blood. There- 
fore I have striven and will still strive to obtain 
a real improyement of the position of the Chris- 
tians by peaceful means. In afew days negotia- 
tions will commence at Constantinople. My 
most ardent wish is that we may arrive at a 
general ment. Should this, however, not 
be achieved, and should I see that we cannot 
obtain the guarantees necessary for carrying 
out what we intended to demand from the 
Porte, I am firmly determined to act independ- 
ently. I am convinced that the whole of Rus- 
sia will respond to my summons should I con- 
sider it necessary, and Russia’s honor requires 
it. Moscow will lead the van by its example. 
May God help us to carry out our sacred mis- 
sion.

On one of the afternoons of these halcyon 
davs the quiet little town of Salzburg became 
suddenly giorified by the almost simultaneous 
arrival of all the Royal and Arch-Ducal and 


Princely personages and their suites and staffs, 
to attend the Hochzeit. Our windows looked 
down into the little square before the door of 
the pre-empted hotel, and we saw all the fun 
without having any of the bustling and crowd- 
ing of the gaping spectators below. Carriage 
after carriage dashed up from the railway sta- 
tion, and discharged their hochwohigeboran 
freights at the door; the magnates, male and 
female, in their traveling dresses and undress 
uniforms, but the Aid-de-Camps, and pages, and 
and subalterns of the suite, after their wont, 
radiant in cocked hats and ostrich plumes, and 
sashes, epaulettcs, siguilet b belts, and 
swords. And at each arrival the white-coated 
Austrian guard, which had been stationed at 
the door, presented arms, and the landlord, 
with ail his following of clerks and waiters, 
would rush out bareneaded and bow and bow 
like so many mandarins until one would have 
thought their heads likely to come off.

Last week the shipping offices along South 
Street were visited by a well-known com- 

mission merchant, searching for a passage to a 

South American port for his eldest son. The 

story ia a sad one, and illustrates the yicissi- 

tudes of mercantile life. The young man is about 

24 years old, and, although treated with all the

FINANCIAL. 


There was no change in local finances. Routine 
business moved along in its accustomed channels, 
but hardly with its accustomed volume. The 
orders from the country for currency were not 
large, and beyond a relative but not considerable 
increase in the shipments to the hog country were 
unchanged in amount. The packers have not made 
much if any paper during the week, and the gen- 
eral demand for accommodation was restricted. 
The banks have an abundance of loanable funds 
and something of a surplus in addition. 

Rates of discount are 8@10 per cent to regular 
customers. Special rates are iaade in some cases. 
On the street business is duli. Rates are 7 per 
cent and upward. 

New York exchange was sold between banks at 
par to 25c per $1,000 premium.

~GERMANY AND THE FRENCH EXPOSITION OF 

1878. 


The Germans have begun to debate whether they 
had not better refuse to joinin the French Expo- 
sition in 1878. They fear that the experience of 
1870 in Philadelphia may be repeated in Paris in 
1878. Dr. Julius Lessing, Director of Nhe Royal 
Industrial Museum at Berlin, objecta strongly to 
any participation by Germany in the French Expo- 
sition, not that he thinks she cannot do herself 
credit, but that it would cost too much. The Lon- 
don 7e/egrapA intimates that Germany would be 
more at home in anew battle- eld, and will be 
likely to decline the invrtation to a contest of 
peace. 

THE LOAN MAREET AND THE STOCK MARKET IN 
LONDON. 
One effect of the disturbed condition of Europe 


has been to increase the amount of loanable capi- 
tal in London, and to weaken the rates of discount. 
As neither Turkey nor Russia has the credit that 
will enable them to borrow, none of the capital of 
the great financial centre of Europe is drawn off by 
‘them. At the same time the stock of capital in 
Lombard street is increased by the convergence 
there of streams that would in peaceful 
times have flowed into countries the 
prosperity of which is now threatened by war. 
Tue stock market is affected differently. The 
news of the third week of October, so unfavorable 
to the peace of Europe, produced @ general fall in 
the prices of all the securities on the Stock Ex- 
change. The London Tunes says that the decline 
was severer, and the amount of money t passed 
into the hands of mere speculators was larger, 
than has been known fora longtime. The pros- 
pect of war, which adds to the capital in tie loan 
market, draws capital away from the stoc arket. 
With wars come new loans, and the floating funds 
that are hpt in ordinary times in stocks are upon 
the approach of war withdrawn and held for invest- 
ment in@ew loans at higher rates of interest. 
THE GERMAN FINANCIAL PAPERS. 

When Germany was spending the 5, 000, 000, 000 
francs of the French indemnity, and every German 
was living as if he had that sum to draw upon for 
his private expenditures, new enterprises of every 
kind sprang easily into prosperity. The German 
financial papers shared in the general good times, 
and the meanest financial reporter in Berlin could 
indulge in the clean shirt fronts that are now, accord- 
ing to a Berlin correspondent of the London Spec- 
tator, beyond the reach of chief editors. Only 
the papers that were not worth brib- 
ing escaped demoralization. All this 
has changed. The bribers have disappeared, and 
so have most of the readers; & great many of the 
pagers that were so prosperous have failed, and 
others are failing. Even the Boersen Zeitung, the 
great financial authority of Northern Germany, has 
occasion to mourn the disappearance of the spien- 
did advertisements and immense income of the 
speeulative period.

The leading produce markets were less active on 
Saturday, there being comparatively little doing 
except in wheat, and prices were less changeable. 
Provisions were dull and easier, corn and oats 
steadier at the advance of the previous day, and 
wheat stronger, while hogs tended downward. 
The receipts of grain were again small, except in 
wheat, but there was little doing in the way of 
shipment, lake freights being dull, even at the re- 
duced rates. 

In dry-goods circles there was rather more doing 
than onthe preceding days of the week, but in no 
department was the movement specially animated. 
The market maintains a firm tone forstandard pro- 
ductions of both woolen and cotton. The grocery 
market presented much the same features as on the 
day before. There was no abatement of the ex- 
citement in sugars, and a majority of holders were 
asking a further advance. The present upward 
movement is the result of continued heavy pur- 
chases by exporters, and reports of a partial failure 
of the Cuban crop. Stocks throughout the country 
are unusually light. Coffees, rice, spices, 
teas, soaps, etc., were comparatively steady, 
The demand for foreign dried fruita continues on 
a generous scale, and there is improvement in the 
demand for domestic varieties. Prices were without 
important change. Fish remain steadyand un- 
changed, under moderate demand. Butter was 
fairly active. There were buyers for all good to 
choice lots, and at fully previous rates. Low 
grades remain unsettled. The cheese market was 
without decided change, though rather firmer if 
anything.

In addition to these, 
the fast-becoming-ponderous Chapman—or, to 
be particular, Jack Chapman, or J. C. Chapman, 
sg. has kindly consented to remain here and 
manage the nine. Chapman will hardly play, 
the Directors choosing rather to place the 
management entirely in his hands than to use 
him as a fielder. In addition to Chapman and 
the others whose names have been stated, 
Nichols, of the late Mutuals, will play short- 
stop vice Fulmer. Besides him, three others 
are to be secured. The Directors are in no 
hurry about securing their men. They wish 


first-class players, of quiet disposition, and with ö

In conversation with a member of the Board 
of Directors, I learned that Somerville had 
been released from his engagement. His play- 
ing in the latter part of the season was most 
miserable, especially after his engagement for 
next season. His release is certainly an excel- 
lent evidence of the fact that the Directors 
really do intend to run their club in a better 
manner in 1877. Concerning the coming season, 
the President of the Louisville Club told me 
that the home nine should be operated very 
differently from last year.

The gen- 
tlemen all say success shall be theirs in the 
coming season, and that it may is the sincere 
wish of all Kentuckians.

A VISIT TO GEORGE SAND, 
Translated from the Gartenlaube by C. T. Sherman. 

My way took meto George Sand a few days 
previous to her death. As I went toward La 
Chatre, the railroad station of Nohant, to visit 
the famous lady of Paris, 1 imagined the likeness 
of the poetess such as might® be formed from 
the mosaic of her works and her life, in order to 
compare this ideal with the reality which would 
soon appear before me. George Sand’s caprice 
to wish to pass for a man in books as in life is 
well known. In the beginning of her literary 
career she preferred men’s clothing, and to the 
day of her death she smoked—very innocent to 
be sure—cigarettes. In her various love in- 
trigues, as in her unhappy marriag e, she always 
endeavored to maintain a sovereign ascendency. 
She was successively free-lover, socialist, and 
republican. Witha weg! co she threw 
the glove first to society, then to tyranny. She 
fraternized with heroes of the barricade, was 
journalist and editor, wrote burning pamphlets 
and manifestoes for the Provisional Government 
and the Commune of Paris.“ Somethi 
volcanic, revolutionary, was in her which 
first sounded the Marseillaise of women, and 
she was the good fellow of democracy. What 
wonder that. this extraordinary woman was 
oftentimes mistaken in — to her own sex, 
and took pride in passing for a man. If we look 
somewhat closer this halt man is transformed into 
the complete woman, to whom all the excel- 
lencies and many of the weaknesses of the sex 
belong, and not the least part of whose great- 
ness lies exactly in harmony with her sex. Her 
nature always expresses itself in genuine wom- 
anly subjectority. She thinks with the heart, 
— all her philosophy, or whatever one may 
term it, springs from her finely-attuned feeling, 
which is peculiarly feminine. With her lovers 
and friends she changes her religious and 
philosophical opinions. She preaches her love 
in the arms of Jules Sandeau and Alfred de 
Musset, and Christian renunciation with Lamen- 
nals, that glowing priest who in his short- 
sightedness made a mistak, and instead of the 
red Cardinal’s hat plaved the red Jacobin’s bon- 
net on his tonsure. 

Then again she went over to the side of Pierre 
Leroux into the blue ether of mysticism, fol- 
lowed Michel de Bourges even to the most ex- 
treme theories of ism, and wrote for Ledru 
Rollin revolutionary manifestoes in the camp of 
radical citizens. Only to a single one has she 
remained true her whole life longz—Rousseau 
and his views of the world. Here n is con- 
firmed the deep truth which lies at the founda- 
tion of Goethe's saying, that no one may think 
of being able to overcome his youthful impres-

„% Emile and “ fa Nouvelle H eloise almost 
by heart. Rousseau's writings were the first 
readings of the growing girl, and remained the 
const.nt companion of the mature woman. Her 
whole thought, feeling, and existence were, 
from the foundation ap so determined by Ros- 
seau that his circle of deas were identified with 
hers, and gave to her feelings an ineffaceabie 
stamp. his thoroughly-feminine inclination 
for Rousseau, who has exerted a far more pow- 
erful influence over the fair than over the 
stronger sex, extended even to form, and when 
later she attempted to change her style to es- 
cape the reproach of imitation the experiment 
Uly succeeded. 

George Sand was never able to portray real 
men. All her heroes are weak, cilemivate,— 
more nerve than muscle. This comes from her 
sex, as also from her enthusiasm for the author 
of “Emile.” If we examine her beroes closer 
we flud in them nothing more than poetic repro- 
ductious of her own ideal. They are all dis- 
guised Rousseaus, —blase, weak, and geenti- 
mental, cowardly and faint-hearted when it con- 
cerns the breaking of conventionalities. Then,

During our walk, in which she showed to me the 
beauties of her home, she spoke very little, but was 
all ear, and observed me most attentively. Often 
I saw how her penetrating glance rested on me 
some moments, and she not allow the 
most indiffetent word to escape. If perchance 
our eyes met she looked timidly down, and that, 
too, with a girlish expression which clothed the 
venerabie lady with peculiar charm. We con- 
ducted our conversation partly in French and 
partly in Italian. if the word failed me, as it 
often does, even in my mother tongue, she 
came to my assistance, which was to me a proof 
how attentivcly she listened to my chattering. 
In this assistance she showed jar skill. 
One could easily see that in her cult art of 
entering into the thoughts and words of others, 
she had attained a rare faculty. So much more 
delightful it was to open one’s heart to her, 
because she knew so well how to compre- 
hend it. 

We sought out the most beautiful spots of 
the garden which surrounded the castle in which 
the authoress was born, and where sbe had 
spent two-thirds of her life. Firs, poplars, and 
fruit trees shaded the park and almost wholl y 
concealed the u cence of the house. “In 
winter it is cold and inhospitable here,” said 
the novelist; ‘“‘and then we busy ourselves less 
with sleeping nature than with our own re- 
sources.

THE MUTUAL LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY. 

Charles C. Colston, Receiver of the defunct 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of Chicago, 
filed a petition yesterday in the Circuit Court 
setting out that he has collected in cash of the 
assets of the Company $31,610.29. Of this 
amount $2,222.85 has been paid tor the redemp- 
tion or protection of the Company’s real 
estate; $908.16 has been paid for other expenses, 
leaving a balance of $27,407.46 on hand. Claims 
against the Company have been proved up to 
the amount of $190,000. The greater portion of 
the Conipany’s assets consist of real estate and 
notes which cannot be advantageously con- 
verted into cash at present. After allowing for 
all claims, however, which are estimated at 
about $130,000, there is cash enough on hand to 
make a dividend of 10 per cent. As it will be 
some time before any more can be paid, the Re- 
ceiver thinks this $27,000 should be distributed, 

and Judge Williams made an order directing 
the payment of a 10 per cent dividend. 

The Receiver also reports that he has received 
from time to time, from divers persons, 
$1,272.80 for premiums due on outstanding 
risks. As the liability of the Company was 
definitely fixed May 1, 1876, when the Auditor 
of State filed a tion to wind it up, and as it 
has not since taken any risks, the Judge, on the 
request of the Receiver, ordered that this money 
so received should be returned to the policy- 
holders who had sent it.

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 
URGENT NEED OF MONEY. 

The members of the Public Library Board of 
Directors met yesterday at the room of the 
Librarian, Mr. D. L. Shorey in the chair. The 
other members present were Messrs. George 
Mason, W. J. Onahan, A. R. Scranton, and Dr. 
J. B. Mather. 

A number of smail bills were audited and 
ordered paid. 

Mr. Shorey introduced the following commu- 


nication, which was agreed upon: 

To the Honorable Mayor and Council of the City 
of Chicago: The Directors of the Chicago Public 
Library respectfully represent that the pay-roils 
of the employes have not been paid since the It of 
July, 1876. The Directors have steadily kept 
in view the great financial embarrassthent of the 
city, and have already reduced the pay-rolis so 
much as to greatly impair the efficiency of the Li- 
brary, and have been compelled to close the Libra- 
ry evenings to the great inconvenience of a portion 
of the public. The pay-roll was placed on an eco- 
nomicai basis at first, and there have been two re- 
ductions, ene last year, anda reduction of 18 per 
cent this year, and no further reduction is practic- 
able. 

The law gives the Directors the exclusive control 
of the expenditure of all moneys collected to the 
credit of the Library Fund, and the Trustees of the 
Chicago Public Library respectfully request thet 
the ordinance of July 18, 1875, may be modified so 
far as it relates to the pay-roli of employes in the 
Public Library. 

There has been, andis, the strongest desire on 
the part of the Board of Trustees to act in harmony 
with the Common Council in all matters concerning 
the interests of the Library. All the operations 
of the Library are now most seriously embarrass- 
ed. For several months no books have been pur- 
chased, and there is not now provided any means 


essary daily use. 


The hey of the Board of Directors dur- 
ing e present is to keep the 
Libra open during the ordinary business 


hours in the city at the least possible expense un- 
til the finances of the city shail be so far improved 
as to enable the Common Council adeouateiy to 
maintain the library and reading room according 
to the benellcent intent of the law under which the 
Library was established. 
Mr. Poole brought up the subject of continu- 
Poole’s index to periodical literature from 
1854 to the present time, to be completed by co- 
operation of the principal libraries uf tie coun- 
try. It was referred to a special committee, 
and the Board adjourned.

This scheme came to 
no „ end towards the end ol 
jast century the two troops of Horse 
Guards and the Horse Grenadier Guards were 
disbanded, and the two present regiments of 
Life Guards took their places. Party spirit was 
at this time running on the Regency bill, 
and among the “rat Peers who voted against 
Ministers was the Marquis of Lothian, Captain 
of the second troop of Horse Guards and Gold 
Stick. The practice of dismissing officers from 
their employments for political reasons bad 
been recently discontinued and condemned by 
George III., but an opportunity such as now 
resented itself was uot to be igst, and when 
Phe second troop of Horse Guards became the 
Second Regiment of Life Guards Lord Lothian 
Was not named its Colonel. This led toa re- 
monstrance in Parliament, and the Government 
ustified themselves by — that he was 
ffered another cavalry regiment, but refused it. 
They also maintained that. as the Colonel held 
a Court office, the King was entirely within his 
right in making any change he pleased among 
his household officers, if even solely because he 
did not like the looks of bis attendant. This was 
tue last oceasion on which the tenure of the Gold 
Stick was made subservient to political consid- 
érations. The oftice has always, with two ex- 
ceptions in early times, been held by a Peer; 
and the necessity for preserving this sysem was 
60 strongly felt at the begining of 
this century that when the two Gold 
Sticks were absent (the Earl of 
Harrington as Commander-in-Chief in Ireland, 
Parl Cathcart as Minister in Russia), it was con- 
sidered proper to summon Lord Heathfield, the 
Colonel of the Twentieth Light Dragoons, to 
perform the duties of Goid Stick, and as such 
to issue orders to the Household troops. After 
the Peninsular War, when the Royal Horse 
Guards (Blue) were formed into a Household 
regiment, and its Colonel took bis turn of duty 
as Gold Stick, this official enjoyed a too inde- 
pendent position. The Duke of Cumberland, 
Colone: of the Blues, petitioned his brother 
‘that he might be appointed permanent Gold 
Stick, but tnis was refused, and on the ac- 
cession ef William IV. an order was issued di- 
recting the Cojonels of the Life Guards and Horse 
‘;uards to make their reports through the Com- 
mandcr-in-Chief as well as to the Sovereign in 
person. This, in effect, transferred the com- 
inund of these corps to the military chief of the 
army; on which the Duke of Cumberland r 
signed his office as Colonel of the Blues, giviu! 
as his reason that the Gold Stick, being now di- 
vested of military command, had become a 
mere Court office, which, as a Prince of the 
Biood, he could no Jonger hold. According to 
the regulations now in force, the Gold Stick at- 
tends the sovereign on all State occasions; and is 
supposed to receive the parole and countersign 
vervally from the Royal lips. But he no longer 
exercises exclusive control over the Household 
Cavalry, which, together with the Foot Guards 
and all other troops im the circumference, are 
under the command of the general voflicer com- 
manding the Home District.

NOBLE WORKERS. 

The circular which the trebly noble cousin of 
the Marshal and Marechale MacMahon has dis- 
tributed in the fashionable quarters of Paris 
has (says a Paris letter to a London paper) had 
few parallels since the time of the Revolution. 
One was afforded by the widow of Gen. Ripert. 
This lady, reduced to a very slender pension, 
had vainly solicited of Government a pension, 
and of a rich relation assistance, so she started 
a tabie d'hote in the Rue Basse du Rampart, 
having on the signboard, “‘ Dinners given at 
three francs a head by Mme. Widow Ripert, 
sister of M. Thiers, ex-President of the Minis- 
terial Council.“ And excellent dinners they 
were. Gen. Ripert’s widow directed the cook- 
ing and aided in the service. At the end, 
dressed in a cotton gown and muslin cap, and 
wearing an apron with a pair of pockets, 
she collected the money due from her customers, 
each of whom she boped was satisfied with what 

be had set before him. She was the height and 

gure of her illustrious brother. She wore spec- 
tacles, waddled in walking, had short, spatular 
hands, and was so like him in face that he, 
dressed in woman’s clothes, could have passed 
for her in her own house. The patrons were 
very sorry when Thiers gave her an annuity to 
enable her to retire from business, for she had 
an administrative genius, and was one of the 
best cooks in Paris. Mme. la Vicomtesse d' An- 
glars de la Croy de Castries, whose circular pre- 
sents an analogy to Mme.

Accepting this obligation, she has 
placed herself at the head of the Blancmesnel 
Agency for aifording gratis information to per- 
sons secking furnished or unfurnished suites 
of apartments. The Vicomtesse d’Angiars de 
la Croy de Castries also begs to inform ladies at 
the heads of domestic establishments that she 
can procure for them, at the shortest 
notice and on satisfactory conditions, 
maids of all work, cooks, femmes de 
chambre, children’s maids, nurses, and 
whatever feminine personne! they may require. 
While awaiting their orders she has the honor of 
presenting them ber most gracious civilities, and 
thanking them by anticipation for their support. 
Signed, Vese. d lars de la Croy de Castries, 
nee De Fenelon-Sa de St. Priest.” 

There can be no vetter novelty than that of 
Mme. la Vicomtesse. Her cousins are at the 
head of the executive er, and if the Vicomte, 

her husband, who is living, drove his carriage, 
he would have aright to quarter on its paucls 
the arms of houses corresponding to our Her- 
berts of Pembroke, Percies of Northumberland, 
and Norfolk Howards.

LOCAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

For some time the Town Board have been im- 
portuned to lay a sidewalk on Fifty-fifth street 
(Parkway Pavilion). This being a Park boule- 
vard, the Board have no authority in the matter. 
The communications were sent to the South 
Park Commissioners, but for along time they 
have remained unheeded. At last the Board 


sent word to the Commissioners that they should 


recommend the people not to pay the park 
special taxes unless their request was complicd 
with. This had the desired effect, and the Com- 
missioners promise to improve the boulevard 
this fall from State street to Stewart avenue 
after the manner of the Grand boulevard. As 
an earnest of their intentions, they have already 
commenced work, The park improvements in 
this town have been sadly neglected for the last 
two years, and the taxpayers should insist that 
a fair proportion of the improvements each year 
be made in this town.

BOSS TWEED. 


Arrival of the Old Chap at St. Thomas— 
Tweed's Ship—interesting Account of the 
United States Steamer Franklin. 

Havana, Nov. II.— The steamer from St. 
Thomas has arrived, bringing advices to the 6th 
inst. Onthe 5th, the United States frigate 
Franklin arrived at 8t. Thomas from Vigo with 
William M. Tweed on board. Although the 
voyage had been tempestuous, Tweed was in ex- 
cellent health. 

The Franklin ran short of coal, and was com- 
pelled to stop at St. Thomas to replenish. The 


Franklin sailed for New York on the Sth inst. 
The probabilities are that the voyage to New 
York will take about five days. : : 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

GRAND Rapips, Mich., Nov. 10.—The report- 
ed disaster to the United States steamer Frank- 
lin will, no doubt, give renewed currency to a 
statement made in several journals the past few 
days, that the Franklin is one of the oldest ves- 
sols in our navy, and not very seaworthy. This 
must be based upon a misapprehension that she 
is the old and original sailing frigate Franklin, 
which was built fifty or sixty years ago, and 
— I remember thirty years ago as an old 
vessel. 

Having been so connected with our navy as 
to have a knowledge of all but its recently-built 
vessels, | can assure you such is not the fact. 
Soon after the close of our late War, the Navy 
Department thought it advisable to have a first- 
class man-of-war afloat, fully ship-rigged, with 
auxiliary steam-screw propulsion. But to build 


make such appropriation, or the Department 
was unwilling to ask for it; I do not know how 
that was. In either case, the N avy Department 
found it had sufficient means, in the fund for re- 
building and hy gens actually to build such a 
ship as it desired, under its own authority to re- 
build and repair. But, in order to do this 
within the limits of its ** discretionary 
powers for rebuilding old vessels, some 

of some ship already afloat must be utilized in 
the work. Accordingly the old frigate Frank- 
lin was taken to pieces, at the Portsmouth 
Navy-Yard, early in 1866. Her keelson and a 
few of her knees were found as periectly sound 
as when they were first placed in her frame. 
These timbers were accepted by the Naval Con- 
structor of that yard to constitute the basis for 
“rebuilding” the Franklin. Necessarily the 
new vessel—for so she was in fact—must 
bear the same name, in order to 
be considered a rebuilt ship. The timber 
spoken of, and perhaps a few pieces 
of cabin-furniture, are all the material in the 
Franklin now afloat that entered into the con- 
struction of the old sailing frigate of the same 
name. She was “rebuilt,” with excellent en- 
Eines and screw for auxiliary. propulsion, as 
stout and seaworthy a ship as modern naval 
architecture can produce,—the work being done 
by the Government mechanics, and not, of 
course, by contract. She lay in Boston Harbor 
ir August, 1867, a week or two, havi been 
then recently launched, and awaiting orders to 
sail for Europe as flag-ship of the Euro 
squadron, of which Admiral F ut 
to take command. The Admiral was on 
board, and he told me whatever I did not know 
of the way she had been “ rebuilt,” as here nar- 


rated. 

It must not be inferred that there was any 
2 or anything unwarranted or very un- 
usual, in the procedure which thus produced 
one of the noblest and best ships now belonging 
to our Government, or to any other. It seems 
incredible that she can have become unsea- 
worthy in these ten years, and it would require 
explanation from some high authority to make 
any sailor believe it. ALPHA CHILD.

The Baptist Association of Massachusetts re- 
ports 287 churches in the State, 247 pastors, and 
47,1738 members. The number of s dur- 
ing the past year was 1,968, and amount of 
money contributed $692,000. 

Of the twenty-seven Baptist churches in New 
York City, twenty-three have mortgage debts of 
from $15,000 to $75,000. One church was re- 
cently bought under u foreclosure sale for $50,- 
000, the mortgage, with intcrest, amounting to 
$75,000. 

There are 266,391 native Christians now in 
India, an increase of more than 42,000 in four 
years.
